Many of their dead Bodies were thrown 
into Wells, ſome buried in Ditches, others 
were carried off, and conſiderable Num- 
bers were left behind; their whole Loſs 
amounted to upwards of ſeven hundred 
Men; among whom were Colonel Need 
ham, and divers other prime Officers, be- 
ſides many were wounded, and above one 
hundred and thirty were taken Pri ſoners, 
and brought into the Ton; for having 
retired within the Walls, our Shot fell in 
ſo thick amongſt them, that they cauld 
not hold out long; and after ſeven 
or eight Hour's fighting, they were fo 
diſabled, that they wereforc'd to a diſno- 
wourable Retreat, leaving behind them

one braſs Piece of Ordnance, (which they 
brouglit to force open the Gate) twelve of

Their Retreat was in ſuch Diſorder, 
that had we ſallied out with a freſh Party 
upon them, as was once intended, we had 
cut their whole Army off, or at leaſt, the 
greateſt Part, as many of them owned. 
I muſt confeſs, T never faw any Men 
fight with a. more gallant Refolution and 
Courage, than thoſe Men did, altho' raw 
Country Fellows; but then, how could 
they do otherwiſe, having ſuch rare Pre- 
cedents, as thoſe honourable Lords and 
Gentlemen, under whoſe Conduct they 
were brought thither, and whoſe Com- 
mand they then fought, , who. ceaſed not

Country, where the Enemy being very 
ſtrong, and we unavoidably weak in 
Horſe, would have cut us off in an 
Faſtant ; our Foot being no ſuch expe- 
rienc'd Soldiers as to maintain a Charge 
of themſelves, againſt both Horſe and 
Foot, without Hedges to guard and 
helter them from the Horſe. I 
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By the incomparable Diligence of all 
Parties (no Man at the firſt. knowing 
where to find Proviſion of any Sort, more 
than belong'd to every private Family for 
their ordinary Suſtenance) we found in a 
ſhort Time, in ſeveral Places of the Town, 
and particularly a Plæce call'd the Hythe, 
many private Stores of Corn, and Wine 
of all Sorts, with much Salt, ſome Fiſh, 
and a good Quantity of Powder, the Want 
whereof would ſuddenly have thrown us 
into abſolute Ruin, having very much ex- 
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J baaſted our Magazine by the laft Day's 
Buſineſs. © ' * 1 

dJ II is faid, He who would picture War, 

n nuſt firſt begin with the Belly: Accord- 

- ingly We having many Bellies to feed}. - 


and not knowing how long it ſhould pleaſe 
God to continue us here, were the moſt- 
inquiſitive after Proviſion ;. by which. 
Means, at the Hythe, we found greater. 
Aſſiſtance than indeed we could have ho- 
ped for, which was conveyed into the 
Town with Expedition and Secrecy, the 
Enemy being ſo favourable as not to en- 
deavour to cut us off from that Place, 
till we had almoſt drained the Honey from 
the Comb; which they might eaſily have 
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done, had they knew what we were do- 
ing. A Providence almoſt as great as 
that of the Iſraelites in the Wilderneh, 
And in the Memory of Man there never 
was known ſuch Plenty of all Things at 
the Huihe, as there were at that Time. 
Whilſt we were thus active for the pre- 
venting Dangers which, might happen, 
by ſtrengthening the Walls of the Town, 
and fortifying thoſe Places where no Wall 
Was, by caſting up Ramparts and Coun- 
terſcarfs, as a great Part of the Town 
required; the Enemy was as buſy withs: 
out in running their Trenches, making 
their Approaches, and caſting up Forts 
and Batteries againſt us, and we as diligent 
and laborious within, as in Truth, not 
without Neceſſity on our Part, the Town 
being in all Places very weak, neither 
had it any more than one Flanker about 
it, arid that very bad too, which was cal- 
led the Od Fort. oC 
Novy if it ſhouid be objected, why in 
all this Time, not being 'certain of Re- 
lief, we did not draw out and fight with 
them, as hath been often urged : They 
| who will judge diſcreetly of our Condi- 
tion, may be well fatisfy'd of it; we had

Hopes of ſpeedy Relief, both ſrom the 
dots, and divers other Places, who were 
it the fame Time in Action: Beſides, it 
was judged the greateſt Piece of Policy, 
to keep the Enemy in a lingering Action, 
to give a Remora to their Deligns, and 
fin them by long Delays; by which 
Means, we ſhou'd gain Liberty, and an 
Opportunity to others who were then 
in Action, to work their Deſigns with- 
out Interruption, and not to run the 
Hazard of an immediate Ruin, by giving 
them Battle : For, had we fought with 
them, it muſt have been upon infinite 
Diſadvantages, as I ſaid before. Firſt, 
in the Inequality of the Number of In- 
fantry. Secondly, becauſe we had no con- 
iderable Party of Cavalry in Reſpett of 
theirs, whoſe greateſt Strength conſiſted 


in Horſe. And it was no raſh or fond 


duppoſition to think that could we hold 
what we had, till the reſt of the King- 
dom ſhould riſe, we ſhould then do as 
good Service as the immediate Victory;

It concluded in our own Ruin, by which 


Time, if not ſooner, we could not bat 
expect to be relieved.
